A MEXICAN BEAN CLOCK.

Esceptivanily Claver Frand Forpetrated
by an Ingenlous Jewelsr,

A fow yeara ago publie curlosity
was excited by the curlons beans
called the “devil bBeuns of Mexlco,"
which shopkeepers placed In  thelr
windows., They somewhal resembled
roasted coffes beans In shape and
color, They were also known as the
“Jumping beans,” owing to the fact
that from time to time they made
spaamodlc movements which propelied
them quite a little  distance, The
beans grew on n small bush In the
Mexican mountains, and it is con-
Jectured that they belonged to the or-
der euphorbincene, The bean really
consisted of three similar pods which
formed a single bean. It Is usually A
third of the bean which wan exhibited
a8 n curlosity, On opening the ped it
was found that It contaloed a small
larva, gomething ilke that frequently
found In chestnute, It ls this little
occupant which gives motlon to the
bean by Its Jerks and thumps agalnst
the slde of its home, If the bean 18
slightly warmed It begins to turn
from side to side, and perhaps with a
sudden thump turns completely over
and standa on one end, and then by
successive jumps moves quite a dls-
tance. Those who are not In the se-
eret are often greatly pugsled by this
slrange bean. An enterprising Jew-
eler deviged a scheme of wutilizing
them to make n magie clock, He ac-
complished this by imitating the shape
of two of the beans, making the
dummy beans ont of soft iron. One
he gllided and the other he silvered.
The prepared Iron beans were placed
with the ordinary jumping beans on a
thin white plece of pasteboard, out-
lined and numbered ke the dial of &
clock, but devold of hands, The
dial was located over the works of &
large clock, which was placed face
upwurd on the floor of the store win-
dow. He fastened small magnets to
the ends of the hands, The workse
were of course carefully hidden from
view. All that was In evidence was
the cardboard eclock dlal and the
jumping beans, among which were the
gold and allver palnted Iron beans.
These were placed on the cardboard
over the concealed hands with the
magnets 2ttached, The maguets were
moved by tie hands of the cloek #o
that they were almcat In contact with
the cardboard, As they moved around
they carrled the (ron beans #ith them
thus telling the time of day, anl the
publlec was greatly Inleresied by the
Intelligence shown by the heans
which distinguished them frowm thelr
